LEOPOLDVILLE, the Congo

Renewed rebel assaults broke 


out Friday 700 miles apart in 
the vast and mineral-rich nation 
amid new evidence the Chinese 
Communists are backing the in- 
surgents.

while in Washington the U.S. 
role touched off a debate.

In the west, Peking-trained 
Pierre Mulele's warriors came 
within 20 miles south of Kikwit 
in Kwilu Province. His forces 
total more than 2,000 men, re- 
ports said. 


The rebel thrusts came' as 


four U.S. C130 planes took off on 
their first mission to aid the 
shaky government army. More 
than 100 Americans, including 
40 paratroopers, arrived Friday. 


A military source said one of 


the four U.S. cargo planes flew 
to Bukavu, where six rebels 
were reported killed and several 
others captured. 


Scanty reports from the rbcl- 


held northern city of Stanley- 
ville said rebel leader Gaston 
Soumialot had reached Kindu, 
capital of Maniema Province. 


The paratroopers are the first 


foreign soldiers officially in the 
former Belgian territory since 
the United Nations withdrew its 
force last June 30. U.S. Embas- ,- 
sy officials said the men had 
been sent to the Congo only, to* 
guard the transport planes find) 
ride U.S. helicopters on rescue 
and support missions.

G. Mennen Williams, U.S. as- 


sistant secretary of state for Af- 
rican affairs, said that the dis- 
patching of American soldiers 
to the Congo was not an indica- 
tion of a radical change in U.S. 
policy. Williams, who arrived 
Friday, conferred with Tshombe 
over the worsening revolt.

Monasteries 
of Greece 
on Hilltops 


By PHILIP DOPOULOS 


THESSALY, Greece (AP) 


The monasteries of Greece are 
built on moiintaintops,. reaching 
to heaven to be closer to God. 


Behind the small thessaly 


town of Kalambaka, rising from 
a black rock mountain, stand 
the monasteries of Meteora, the 
name meaning "in the air." The 


I dark mountain contrasts sharp- 
ly with the red earth of t!;c fer- 
tile valley below. 


Meteora is a powerful picture 


of nature. Taking a long look, it 
is not hard to believe the legend 
that only by a rope tied to the 
foot of an eagle nesting on one 
of the peaks was the first ascent 
made possible. 


Years ago, the monks hauled 


each 
other up and down the 


sheer rock in nets worked by a 
windlass from above. One in- 
trepid visitor is said to have 
asked a monk how often 
the 


rope was changed, "only when 
the old rope breaks" was the re- 
ply. Today, a road runs part 
way up to the major monastery 
and steps cut out of the solid 
rock take a visitor to the others. 


During the wars between the 


Serbian emperors of Trikkala 
and Byzantium in the 14th cen- 
tury, the first peace seeking 
hermits came to Meteora seek- 
ing refuge. The hermits also 
have been described as .draft 
dodgers, seeking to escape mili- 
tary service. 


With 
time, 
the hermitages 


grew into monasteries and new 
incentive was added with the 
coming of Athanasius the Cen- 
obite, who founded the Mona- 
stery of the Transfiguration in 
the second half of the 14th cen- 
tury. 


He introduced more rigorous 


rules, one of which barred wom- 
en. 


The great Meteoron reached 


its zenith when John Cantacuz- 
ine, expelled from the throne by 
Byzantium, entered it as a dis- 
ciple of Athanasius. Having be- 
come the largest, richest mon- 
astery. the Meteoron no longer 
wished to recognize 
authority 


and tried to impose its own emi- 
nence. This led to a bitter strug- 
gle in the 16th century followed 
by a rapid decline so that only 4 
of the 24 monasteries today are 
inhabited. 


An old monk, one of the few 


remaining, 
takes 
visitors 


around the 16th century Church 
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of 
the Transfiguration, which 


contains rare frescoes. 


On the nearby peak of Tpsilot- 


era is the deserted Monastery of 
Manuscripts, whose inhabitants 
once produced beautifully illu- 
minated lives of the saints. On 
the bare rock, set at an almost 
impossible height, a fresco of 
the virgin and child is still dis- 
cernible. 


The tragedy of Metora is that 


most of the rare icons, books 
and frescoes have been stolen or 
are beyond repair from decay.
